1. According to a 1951 plan, the Posista firm, a branch of the CSSZ (Czechoslovak 
Construction Works), was to build ten storage tanks for aircraft fuels by the 
end of 1951. The-tanks were to be built on eight airfields which are to be 
used by jet planes, at Kbely (051/189), Ruzyne (near Prague), Hradcany near 
Dokeyy (051/F84);, Pardubice (051/M79), Ceske Bude jovice (049/996), Mirotice 
(N50/L51) near Pisek, Line (N50/P93) near Pilsen, and gatec (N51/F10). 


2, : The tanks were finished as planned, but upon fillimthen it was discovered 
that the concrete dissolved after contact with jet fuels. The chief of the 
projects was thereupon arrested and accused of sabotage. When supplies of 
aircraft fuels arrived from the USSR late in 1951, they had to be stored in 
eisterns at unknown locations. Since there is now reportedly no way of keeping 
the fuels, the possibility of shipping them back to the USSR is being considered. 
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
